WASHINGTON— (AP) — 


The senate inquiry into the 
'iring of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur and related foreign 
policies will begin May 3. 


Chairman Russell (D-Ga) 


of the senate armed services 
committee announced the 
date today and said it is his 
plan to hear MacArthur at a 
closed-door session. But there 
will be an open or public hear- 
ng "if the general expresses 
a desire," Russell added. 


Senate leaders — both Demo- 


cratic and Republican—urged pub- 
lic hearings "as far as possible." 


Senator McParland of Arizona, 


the Democratic leader, told re- 
porters he favors making public 
all except vital security informa- 
tion. Senator Taft of Ohio, chair- 
man of the senate Republican pol- 
icy committee, agreed. 


Denies Whitney Statement

Survey Shows 154 Miles of Lee 
County Roads Need Attention 


More than 154 miles of Lee county roads needs to be reconstructed 


or resurfaced by 1960, according to a survey by the Illinois public 
works department. 


In figures released Tuesday, the department said that $8,364^710 


heeds to be spent for rehabilitating the county highway system. 


More than 68 miles of primary 


roads need to be resurfaced at a 
cost of $2,600,000. Some of these 
roads need widening. 


Twenty-seven miles of primary 


roads and 54 miles of secondary 
roads should be rcsconstructed. 
The cost estimated for this work 
on the primary roads is §2,959,000 
and the secondary roads is $996.- 
190. Total estimated reconstruc- 
tion costs are §3,995,190.

Parking Lanes 
' 
Construction of additional park- 


ing and traffic lanes of primary 
roads is estimated at a cost of 
$624,000 for 4.4 miles. The exist- 
ing: pavement next to these lanes 
need not be resurfaced. 


Twenty-seven bridges should be 


widened at an estimated cost of 
$773,520. 
Sixteen of the bridges 


are on primary roads and 11 are 
on secondary roads.

Retail Stores 
Given v 
OPS Extension 


WASHINGTON. (AP) 
The 


government today granted 276,000 
retail stores another 30-day ex- 
tension — until May 30 — to put 
their new, margin-type price con- 
trol ceilings in effect. 


In ordering the delay, Price 


Director Michael V. DiSalle point- 
ed out that until a retailer files 
his pricing charts, his ceiling 
prices still will be regulated under 
the general price freeze. This set 
price levels at the highest figure 
for which goods were sold during 
the base period last Dec. 19-Jan 
25. 


After the new deadline of May 


30, no retailer may lawfully sell 
any item covered by the margin 
type price control order unless he 
has filed his pricing chart with 
an Office of Price Stabilization 
district office. 


Ceiling price regulation 7, cover- 


ing retailers, originally was issued 
Feb. 27. It included all of the items 
commonly sold in apparel and shoe 
stores, along with furniture, floor 
coverings and 75 per cent of the 
volume handled by departmen 
stores. 
The deadline for filing 


was set at March 29 but this later 
was extended to April 30.

the U. S. Supreme court and one 
lo the governor. 


In his latest petition Skinner 


hud asked that his case be re- 
viewed by the Lee county circuit 
court. Tho judge overruled this 
request and vetoed Skinner's pe- 
tition that he be returned from 
the penitentiary at Menard for 
the review.

Antibiotics Now Accepted as 
Supplements to Hog Rations

Antibiotics are now an accepted 


valuable supplement to hog nutri- 
tion. 
Though scientists still do 


not know how the drugs work, 
they cannot dispute the faster 
gains, the savings of feed, the 
weaning- of thriftier pigs and fewer 
runts and the general health im- 
provements reported at hoglots 
and test-stations over the country. 


In the Iowa station more than 


1,000 pigs have been fed crystal- 
line aureomycin, terramycin, peni- 
cillin, and so on down the list. The 
results, cited in the April issue of 
a farm magazine showed aureomy- 
cin boosting gains by 20 per cent 
over a good ration containing all 
essential vitamins. 
Pigs gained 


as much as two pounds a 
from weaning to 200 pounds.

Feed Efficiency 


The feed efficiency story has 


been almost as good in the Iowa 
tests. Growing-fattening pigs get- 
ting aureomycin in their ration 
from weaning to market have pro- 
duced 10 pounds of pork on 349 
pounds of feed. That's 20 pounds 
of feed less than was required by 
the basal ration including vitamin 
B12. ' 


The Iowa test also demonstrated 


the benefits of feeding antibiotics 
to sows 
during gestation and 


lactation. The article reports that 
sows weaned litters weighing 11 
pounds more a pig than control 
lots fed a good ration without 
aureomycin. Further, there were 
almost no cases of scouring. It is I

1950. Many people think that farm- 
ers got rich in 1950. But official 
reports indicate otherwise. 


Illinois farmers received $1,720,- 


000,000 from the sale of farm prod- 
ucts"^ 1950. Ths is $20,000,000, or 
about one per cent, less than in 
1949. These figures are taken from 
official government estimates of 
farm income made by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics. 
Estimates made by this bureau are 
generally considered to be reliable. 


Illinois farmers sold $996,000,000 


worth of livestock and livestock 
products in 1950. These sales in- 
cluded meat animals, milk, poultry 
and eggs. This total was down 
about one-half of one per cent from 
that of "the previous year. Sales 
of crops in 1950 totaled $724,000,- 
000, about one 'per cent less than 
in 1949. 


All the nation's farmers togeth- 


er in 1950 sold products valued at 
$27,921,000,000. This amount is 
abo\it one per cent less than they 
received in 1949. 


EXPENSES HIGHER. Farm 


operators' 
production 
expenses 


rose to $19,081,000,000 in 1950, 
compared with $18.038,000,000 in 
1949. This increase of more than 
five per cent is for the whole 
United States. 


NET INCOME LOWER. Now 


let's subtract 1950 production ex- 
penses from receipts from market- 
ings to get the net cash income 
from farm- operations. What we 
have left is $8,840,000.000. This 
total is down 12 per cent from 
1919, 28 per cent from 1948, and 
33 per cent from 1947. Since 1947 
net farm income has been squeezed 
both by declining prices for farm 
products and by rising expenses of 
production. 


These figures are for only cash 


income and expenses. They do not 
include the value of home-grown 
farm products used by the family 
or the rental value of .the farm- 
house. 


Government paymctns to farm- 


ers should be added to the income 
figure shown above. In recent 
years such payments have added 
about one per cent to cash receipts 
and about two per cent to net in- 
come, 
i 


The year 1951 promises to bring 


an increase in farm income for 
the first time in three years. In 


ceived in payment for their prod- 
ucts were about 10 per cent larger 
than they received a year earlier. 
In February their cash receipts 
from • marketings were about 20 
per cent gretaer than in February, 
1950. 


Prices of most farm 
products 


were relatively low during the first 
half of 1950. After mid-year they 
rose sharply. No such increase is 
now in propect for 1951. Therefore 
most of the increase in income due 
to higher prices is likely to come 
in the first six months of this year. 
As the months roll by there will 
probably be less difference between 
the figures for the two years. 


But farmers will not be able to 


keep all of this larger income. Pro- 
duction costs are rising. They went 
up five per cent in 1950 and will 
probably go up 10 per cent more in 
1951. 


Then there is Uncle Sam. Farm- 


ers will have to give him a bigger 
bite out of their 1951 earnings.

To show this bar in relative pro- 
portion to the others would require a chart about 12 feet high. In addition to the nine nations listed, 
several others have forces in Korea but have suffered negligible or no losses. These include: New 
Zealand, South Africa, Belgium, Thailand and Sweden. Highest percentage of casualties to troops 
involved was suffered by the French battalion attached to the U. S. 23rd Division. This unit suffered 
heavy losses in a delaying action during the first retreat north of Seoul and in hand-to-hand fighting 


near Wonju. The Turks also lost heavily in these actions.

State Farmers 
Facing Labor 
Shortage-JAA. 


CHICAGO—Illinois farmers face 


a, shortage of skilled labor as 
spring: work swings Into high gear, 
according to results of a survey 
announced by the Illinois Agri- 
cultural association. 
The survey 


indicates that where farm labor 
shortages now exist, livestock and 
dairy production is being cut and 
a reduction of cultivated acreage 
is being planned. 


Each of the 99 county Farm 


Bureaus in the state was asked to 
survey the farm labor situation In 
its county, and then file a report 
to the association the state-wide 
Farm Bureau organization with 
more than 181,000 farm families 
as members. 


'Dangerous Shortage' 


Most of the counties reporting: 


feel there will be a 
"dangerous 


shortage" of manpower by next 
year. And a large percentage of 
the counties feel there is a farm 
manpower shortage now. 


Meat production will be hard hit, 


a number of counties reported. 
Other counties reported 
antici- 


pated cuts in the fall pig crop. 


The draining of manpower to 


defense jobs is hitting the farm 
labor supply harder than selective 
service. 


In those counties where the 


big wages of defense plants was 
successful in luring farm labor 
away from the farm, the supply 
was hard-hit. The survey shows 
that out of every seven men taken 
from the farm by either the draft 
or fegense work, four were taken 
by the defense plants and three by 
selective service, enlistments, or 
reserve duties.

The counties reporting were

SURVEY ON INFLATION 


Some years ago the Psychological Corporation, under 


the direction of Dr. Henry C. Link, conducted a 5,000-inter- 
yiew survey in which this question was asked: "Because of 
inflation, the dollar will buy less today than two or three 
years ago. Which one of these three reasons is most to 
blame: Labor unions pushing up wages, high company prof- 
its, high government spending and borrowing?" 


Of the 5,000 people interviewed, 49 per'cent said govern- 


ment spending and borrowing; 18 per cent said rising wages; 
14 per cent said big profits, and 19 per cent were uncertain. 
In all income and educational groups, the answers were in 
about the same proportion. 


The fact that nearly half of this typical group of citi- 


zens realize that government spending and fiscal policies are 
the major cause of inflation is a fine sign. In the past, a 
great many of us have fixed our attention on the symptoms 
of inflation while totally overlooking the causes of this eco- 
nomic disease. A good example of that failure to see the 
forest because of the trees is found in periodic demands that 
retail stores at once cut their prices or face consumer boy- 
cotts. Here is a case where one of the victims of inflation 
is made a goat. The retailer has no control over the prices 
he must pay for his goods, his profit margins are very small, 
and he is as helpless as the rest of us. 


In any event, the only hope for checking inflation lies in 


a vigorous reform within the government, and an about-face 
in present spending and borrowing policies. An awakening 
public must demand that be done, and without procrasti- 
nation.

WHEN THE GOVERNMENT MUSCLED IN 


In a recent article- in the New York Herald Tribune, 


David Lawrence dealt with the possibility of electric short- 
ages in the Pacific Northwest and with current reports that 
private users may suffer curtailment of service and perhaps 
rationing. Then he Said, "That may be the penalty which 
private users in the Northwest will have to pay in order that 
the Interior Department may continue its feud against pri 
vate electric power companies and their investors as more 
and more money is used from the treasury of the Unitec 
States to carry on the fight." 


It is a matter of fact that no one ever so much as 


thought of a power shortage in the Northwest until the gov- 
ernment came into the picture, built Boonevillc, Grand Coulee 
and the other big tax-subsidized dams, and started its pro 
gram of socialization of enterprise. Prior to that time, the 
heavily-taxed, publicly-regulated utilities went quietly ahea< 
selling low cost power to all who wanted it, and building for 
the future. They expanded as their territory expanded, and 
there was always a safe margin of potential output over cur 
rent requirements. 


But when the government muscled in, everythinj 


changed. Faced with the possibility of socialization, private 
enterprise could not carry on its normal expansion work. I 
didn't know from one year to the next whether it would bt 
permitted to exist or not. Under those circumstances, in 
vcstors and managers naturally become wary. The bureau 
crat was the boss. 


The moral of this is plain. Here—as in England and 


elsewhere—socialization and the threat of socialization al 
ways produce one thing, and that thing is scarcity.

Several good questions 
about 


Mcniere's disease have been sent 
in by Mrs. W. Others, no doubt, 
are interested in the same things. 
"How," she asks, "can a specialist 
tell that a person has Meniere's 
disease?" First there are the 
symptoms of dizzy spells, ringing 
in the cars, and slight loss of hear- 
ing. 


Then there are a number of spe- 


cial tests including spinning in a 
rotating chair and testing with 
tuning forks. In fact the special 
methods and equipment available 
arc such that an accurate diagnosis 
can almost always be made. 


Another thing Mrs. W. asks is 


whether Meniere's disease is re- 
lated to a brain tumor. The answer 
to this is "usually not." Once in 
a while a brain tumor produces 
symptoms similar to those of 
Meniere's disease but this is the 
cause only in a small proportion 
of those who suffer with this con- 
dition. 


Then Mrs. W. inquires about 


treatment. The majonty of cases 
are caused by the accumulation of 
fluid in the inner portion of the 
car (sometimes spoken of as drop- 
sy). If the amount of fluid can be 
lessened the symptoms tend to im- 
prove. 


Hence one form of treatment has 


been aimed at cutting down the 
fluid intake of the body or remov- 


ing excess 
treatments 


fluid. Other medical 
are 
often used in- 


volving the giving of certain drugs. 


"Is Meniere's disease fatal and 


does an operation guarantee re- 
sults?" are Mrs. W.'s final ques- 
tions. No the disease is not fatal. 
Rather it tends to run on for years 
with gradual improvement in some 
of the unpleasant symptoms such 
as dizziness and ringing in .the 
ears. There is apt to be some in- 
crease in the loss of hearing. 
OPERATIONS TRIED 


As to operation guaranteeing re- 


sults, this must be answered with 
a "no" also. In fact it is impossible 
to guarantee" results from any 
operaton. Although operation has 
sometimes been used for Meniere's 
disease, the results have been vari- 
able. 


Space prevents saying 
much 


more about this disease now, but 
I should like to mention one thing 
more. Because of the dizzy spells 
victims of Meniere's disease arc 
particularly liable to falls in which 
they may injure themselves. This 
is something they—and their fam- 
ilies and friends—should 
guard 


against.

their only way of showing their 
appreciation and gratitude for his 
many years of service 
to their 


country and upon their behalf. He 
merits every gesture of respect, 
honour, and affection that we 
can show him. 


However, we should not let our 


admiration for him as a man and 
as a great military leader distract 
us from a calm, cool, clear-headed 
appraisal of the true issues behind 
the Truman-MacArthur contro- 
versy. 


Gen. 
MacArthur's 
report 
to 


congress was moving, eloquent, 
and undoubtedly sincere, but in 
telling his own story fully, freely, 
and completely, he did not, as' I 
for one hoped he would, succeed 
in doing anything to "abate the 
bitter controversy which has raged 
ever since he was fired 10 days 
ago by President Truman. 


MacArthur emphasized again 


his fundamental belief that the 
Korean conflict must be spread 
to the 
Chinese 
mainland and 


Manchuria, 
even 
though that 


means more war rather than less 
war. 


As part of that strategy, he once 


more urged the use of Chiang Kai- 
Shek's Nationalist troops to open 
a second front on the Red China 
coast. He repeated his disbelief 
that this would draw Russia into 
the conflict and thus touch off 
World War III. 


He paid tribute to 
Chiang's 


regime on Formosa and stated 
that Chiang's administration of 
the Formosans had refuted the 
malicious gossip which had under- 
mined his regime in China proper. 


The majority of American and 


other, military, diplomatic, and 
independent observers has agreed 
for years that it was the corrup- 
tion of Chiang's government that 
led to his ultimate downfall—and 
not malicious gossip. And It is a 
fact that today, independent ob- 
servers in Formosa, 
far 
from 


praising Chiang's rule on that 
island have consistently reported 
that the new government is so 
inadequate that majority of For- 
mosans would prefer to even a 
return to Japanese administration. 


So it seems possible that Mac- 


Arthur could be mistaken on this 
point just as he was upon his 


belief that Red China would not 
enter the Korena conflict. In tlv? 
mass hysteria of the past few 
days we must be careful not to 
get the Idea that Douglas Mac- 
Arthur is infallible. 
Our last 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
once said: "As a nation, we may 
take pride in the fact that we are 
soft hearted: but we cannot afford 
to 
be soft-hearted." 
This is 


wonderul advice for Us to apply at 
this time. 


There was much that Gen. Mac 


Arthur left unsaid. In telling 
what he thought our course should 
be in the Far East he failed to 
tell us what he thought 
our 


antagonists would do in reply. He 
said that Red China was already 
waging an all out war against us 
—but a little thought upon the 
subject makes me wonder if this 
is true. 


Red China is not bombing our 


bases in Japan. They aren't trying 
to sink our ships on the seas. Thef) 
aren't trying to block our long 
supply lane. They haven't even 
attacked Chiang's army in For- 
mosa. Won't they at least try to 
do all these things if we take the 
new measures against them that 
MacArthur advocates? 


And if China should do this 


what will happen then? Mac- 
Arthur did not say. He says he 
is against war and doesn't wish to 
extend it but wants to bring it if} 
as speedy an end as possible. But 
if the enemy bombs our Japanese 


se^ strikes at Formosa and at 


our ships at sea won't we have 
an extended war a/id one of far 
greater 
magnitude 
than 
the 


limited one we are now waging? 
and which our government advo- 
cates we continue waging. 


If we invade the enemie's pres- 


ent "sanctuary" of Manchuria; 
and blockade and bomb and hel|j 
Chiang's army to attack their said 
"sanctuary," where will their next 
sanctuary be ? The enemies planes, 
subs, and ships will be coming 
then from Russia, if they come at 
all, and it seems 
certain 
they 


would not stop short there. Could 
we continue to permit this to 
happen for long? Once started on 
such a policy we would have to 
continue from one "sanctuary" 
to the next. From war in Korej^ 
to war in China, to war in Russia. 
Is this what Gen. MacArthur and 
the people of the U.S. really want? 


I think we should consider aU 


this sensibly while we still can 
before we are all swept away on 
the great wave of sentiment and 
soft-heartcdness that we all may 
feel for our homecoming hero and 
martyr. Gen. MacArthur.

SPRINGFIELD, (AP) — State 


engineers hung a price tag of near- 
ly a billion and a half dollars to- 
day on construction needs of the 
state's main'highway system in the 
next 10 years. 


The estimate of $1,489,637,582 


was made by the state highway 
division in releasing details of a 
year's study. 


Of this total, $563,769,000 repre- 


sents the cost of the Chicago ex- 
pressway system. 


In addition, the bill for improv- 


ing federal aid secondary high- 
ways—a major portion of county 
road network—was set at $83,- 
185,971 during the next five years. 


The 12,145 mile primary system 


is made up generally of roads 
carrying U. S. or Illinois route 
markings. 


Dot's Not Have Money 


The stae has nowhere near the 


money which would be required. 


Frank Barker, chief state high- 


way engineer, said the program is 
not a definite plan for meeting the 
needs but "merely a presentation 
of the problem." He added: 


"It is intended, however, that by 


;he intelligent use of a priority 
rating system, those highhays in 
greatest need of improvement will 
receive the earliest attention and 
that the correcion of less critical 
deficiencies may need to be defer- 
red beyond the 10 year period of 
the study." 


Minimum 123 Million 


Charles P. Casey, state director 


of public works and buildings, said 
the estimated minimum needs for 
.he primary and secondary systems 
total $123,500,000 for the next five 
years. 


If the gas tax is increased two 


cents a gallon and truck license 
fees boosted $28,000,000 by the 
egislature, he said, the state would 
have $87,000,000 a year to spend on 
construction. It is now spending 
about $30,000,000 a year. 


The survey gave these details on

political cttsis which may have far- 


reaching consequences. 


This dramatic move might easily 


result in the downfall of Prime 
Mniister Alice's Socialist govern- 
ment and the return of the Con- 
servative party to power under 


leadership of former Prime Minis- 
ter Winston Churchill. However, 1 
believe Bevan's project cuts a good 
deal deeper than that.

will be almost a miracle" if a third world war is averted because Russia 
is "determined upon world conquest." 


"But if we are plunged into a great world war, it won't be because 


America was the aggressor," he told 1.200 Democrats at a $25-a-plate 
Jefferson-Jackson day banquet last night. 


"If we go in, we'll go in with 


clean hands, knowing we have done 
everything to prevent war except 
give up our hdnor," Douglas 'said. 
"But remember, we are determined 
to prevent the police state from 
taking over the world. 
""Now, if war is almost inevit- 
able, why should we not get in the 
first blow ? All over America, peo- 
ple are asking this question." the 
senator declared. 


Cannot Take Initiative 


He emphasized that America 


cannot take the initiative because 
congress couldn't decide to strike 
the first blow without telegraphing 
its intentions to the rest of the 
world. And the senator said that 
in his opinion it would be unconsti- 
tutional for the president ,to com- 
mit aggression by making the de- 
cision himself. 


"So we can't take the initiative," 


he said, "but we should be ready." 


Turning to Gen. Douglas Mac- 


Arthur, Sen. Douglas said the gen- 
eral wanted to bomb Manchurian 
bases and aid Chinese. Nationalist 
forces to invade Red-held China. 


Would Take Months 


it would take months for Chiang 


Kai-Shek to prepare for a main- 
land invasion, the senator declared, 


"and this wouldn't be of much help 


now." 


The 
bombing of Manchuria 


might cause the Communist air 
force to bomb UN bases in Korea 
and possibly Japan, he said. "If 
we thus took the initiative it might 
bring Russia into the conflict and 
start world war III," he said, add- 
ing that Russia and China have a 
mutual assistance pact. 
, 


"I don't think the American 


people should condemn President 
Truman for not wanting to take 
these heavy risks." 


Not Candidate in 1952 


At a news conference before the 


dinner. Douglas said he is not a 
candidate for the 1952 Democratic 
presidential nomination. 


"1 do not regard myself as fitted 


for the position,"' he said, "and 
I have no desire to occupy a little 
box under the sod for some time." 


He said he will support President 


Truman if the president wishes to 
run for reelection. 


If Truman declines, Douglas 


listed Gen. Dwight Eisenhower 
first in a group of candidates the 
Democrats might consider. 


He said he thought the Republi- 


can nominee would be either Gen.
